shoulder because I found the lan- 
guage and mode of life somewhat 
different from that .back home. 


It irked me no end to hear peo- 
ple referring lo elevators as lifts, 
or when a salesman was referred 
to as a "dark" 
instead 
of a 
"clerk." It made me mad because 
Englishment didn't drink water for 
breakfast and it never was served 
to me unless I insisted. In short 
I thought the English were a very 
strange and backward people. 
Then.gradually.it dawned on me 
that "elevator" sounded 
just . as 
strange to English dfars as "lift" 
did -to mine, and that" the machine 
went up and down just the same, 
no matter-what you called it. And 
it ,was really illuminating 
when 
Philip Gibbs (Now Sir Philip), the 
famous 
writer, 
remarked 
to 
me over the breakfast table as I 
quaffed my water: 
. .' - 


"Mac, ;it makes me positively ill 
to see you linking that filthy cold 
stuff for breakfast." 
.Small things to get mad about, 
you say, ;a"nd you're right. But'my 
experience of. 30 years in foreign 
service of the Associated Press is 
that it's these little errors in judg- 
ment which breed the big ones. It's 
because individuals don't

Real and sympathe- 
tic Understanding removes these 
dangers.

is a powerful force on his side of 
the aisle. 
The-bill spells out in detail the 
mechanics of this country's parti- 
cipation in the peace preserving 
organization. 


Us core is a section empower- 


ing the president to make availa- 
ble a quota of American troops to 
the Security Council, for use witli 
armed forces assigned by 
other 
nations, lo put clown aggression. 
The size of the American

and his Military adviser at Te- 
heran. By that time it was clear 
how the defeat of Germany could 
bo brought about—bul the Allies 
wore beset of implementing the 
desired strategy.

craft. Those available1 for the top 
priority operation OVERLORD in 
Normandy tUill seemed insufficient 
and there were many other vital

searched through again and again, 
and strategy 
reconsidered in the 


light of the deficiencies.

seemed inescapable: 


Fiance must be invaded in 1944

Elsenhower Receives

General Eisenhower was

Cairo in December, 
he received 
this directive: 


"You will enter Iho continent of 


Europe and, in conjunction with 
the 
oilier Allied Nations, under- 


take operations aimed at the heart 
of Germany and the destruction of 
her armed forces." 


Accompanied 
by 
his Deputy 


Commander, 
Air Chief Marshal 


Sir Arthur Tedder, General Eisen- 
hower arrived in Britain in mid-

The search for greater resources 


for OVERLORD continued until it 
seemed thai the time and energy 
of 
Ihe Allied 
commanders was 


almost completely absorbed by a 
problem that defied splulion. We 
had gone to Iho shipping experts 
and the shipyard owners to urge 
them io bend greater than human 
efforts 
to step-up the output of 


their precious landing craft. The 
shipyards 
broke all records to 


ineol out requirements but there 
still wore not enough landing craft 
in sight. 


A f 1 o r 
intensive calcululions 


which taxed the endurance of the 
military and naval planners, two 
major decisions were made. The 
taigct date of invasion was ad- 
vanced from early May to early 
June, even though this pushed us 
closer to the time when weather 
conditions would turn against us. 
The operations in Southern France 
which were originally to be made 
simultaneously with the attack on 
Normandy, were delayed months 
so that landing craft could bo used 
lirsl in the Channel, then rushed 
to the Mediterranean to do double

both in

at the office of the mayor of Provf- 
dence, I have learned lhat 
the 


name of Mussolini street has been 
changed to Russo street, in honor 
of Albert Riisso "the first Rhode 
Islander of Italian lineage to die 
in ihe present 
war." 


That any street in any American 


city ever should have been named 
for the man who created Fascism 
out of Communism, to which 
he 


was an apostate, may remind us 
that some conspicuous Americans 
of 
Italian birth or descent, who 


now 
repudiate 
Mussolini, 
were 


..lad to honor him and to receive 
honors from him not so long ago. 
These persons are, for the 
mosl 


part, pushful and selfish political 
upstarts who presumed to speak 
for all Americans "of Italian line- 
age," and profited by their effront- 
ery through subsidies 
from 
the 


Fascist government 
and 
trashy 


medals and 
autographed 
photo- 


graphs of Mussolini, bestowed with 
the personal touch. They tried 
to 


segregate this body of Americans 
from the rest of us and, lo some 
extent, succeeded 
in arousing in 


them a' feeling that any notice of 
the ferocious anti-American cam- 
paign in Mussolini's press, was a 
reflection on their race or blood 
and an insinuation against 
their 


American loyalty. Shortly 
before 


Pearl Harbor, they subsided and 
by cock-crow on December 8, 1841, 
they had denied him utterly. 


In Providence, they were espe- 


cially arrogant, as the selection of 
the dime's name for a city street 
shows. They were alert to resent 
criticisms of either the regime or 
the duce and boldly demanded the 
elimination of such material from 
the press. 


They, in turn, were overwhelm- 


ingly repudiated by the Americans 
for whom they took it upon them- 
selves to spoak, and now the names 
of Russo, Basilone and 
Damato 


outshine those of all the bumptious 
racketeers of New York, 
Provi- 


dence and Philadelphia who served 
Ilic cue here. 


It is not always unwise to name 


public places and institutions 
in 


honor of living heroes. The Pcrsh- 
ing squares hero and there 
wore 


so-called in an hour of emotion, 
but there has been no suggestion 
thai they be renamed in honor of 
later heroes. However, in the case 
of LaGuardia field, the selection 
surely was premature. And for La- 
Guardia's own sentiments on that 
we 
have 
his 
own 
observation, 


shortly after Corregiclor, that the 
time was not yet to honor General 
MncArthur 
in 
similar 
fashion. 


Either LaGuardia forgot that the 
airport had been named for him 
or he considered his own 
fame 


and distinction lo be secure and 
MacArthur's"Immature and sub- 
ject to sharp 'discount in the light 
of lalnr developments. 
In cither 


case LaGuardia seems 
to 
have 


been immodest. A sewage plant or 
dump would have been more ap- 
propriate as an experiment. 


The Italians, during their con- 


quest of Abyssinia, impulsively ex- 
punged the old familiar name of 
a Roman square and, overnight, 
pasted up paper strips bearing the 
name of Marshal Do Bono. They 
revoked an 
old 
compliment 
to 


Woodrow Wilson in a similar mood 
of. petulance and named one 
of 


their pretentious avenues after the 
Fascisl martyrs who forgot to duck 
when Mussolini sczied Ihe gov- 
ernment This, loo, probably 
has 


been rescinded now. 


Nol long afterward, Marshal De 


Bono was recalled, 
arriving 
in 


Rome long after midnight when, 
naturally, it would be inconvenient 
lo give him a triumphal reception. 
The marshal had laid an egg and, 
for once since Mussolini had made 
the trains lo run on time, a train 
was hours late on a run compara- 
ble 10 the commuters' daily ride 
from New Haven to New York. In 
the end Do Bono fell before a fir- 
ing squad, so probably his name 
came clown from the corners even 
before the Americans moved in. 


II is an odd fact that, although 


Mussolini certainly was popular in 
Italy and loday would bo a hero 
of the people had he won his war, 
our disposition toward the Italian 
people is forgiving and sympathc- 
ic wlic'rcas, in general, we have no 
mercy for he Germans and apply 
to them the principle 
of 
racial 


guilt. We do this although 
every 


early observer of the rise of Hitler 
asknowledgcd thai many Germans 
haled him and only bowed to the 
terror and power ol the 
Brown 


Shirts. And this in .spite of the fact 
that so many Americans have done 
thi! same in many cities, particu- 
larly in the northwest. 


We have 
seen 
business men, 


proud and ostensibly stalwart 
in 


their American convictions, coop- 
erate with the goons, who arc nl- 
mosl identical with Hitler's early 
Storm Troops, and for the same 
reason. It' they resist, the terror 
will put them out of business by 
shutting off supplies at their doors', 
beating 'up thoir employees 
and 


their customers 
and 
boycotting 


linns which deal with them. 
It 


they comply, the goons will help 
ihein and limit competition by kill- 
ing off the business of their rivals 
or making it impossible for pros- 
pective rivals to open up. 


That was Miller's way. And yet, 


not because Hitler's 
rules 
wore 


worse than Mussolini's but 
only 


because lie was more 
efficient', 


many of us damn the Germans as 
n race and point out that German 
children are 
sufferiiiK no 
worse 


than Hitler made Polish and Jew- 
ish children suffer. However, as to 
the Ilalians in Italy, who did honor 
the duce and would 
have 
been 


brutal in victory, our sentiment is 
that they were innocently misguid- 
ed and exploited. 


No 
Americans 
of 
German 
descent ever tried 
to 
name 
an 


American street or square 
after 


Adolf Hitler. It is not amiss now 
lo consider what their feelings must 
be, having fought well in two wars 
against Germany, when they hear 
lhat there is something in the Ger- 
man breed or blood which bears 
the taint of guilt, including, we 
would have to assume, even Eisen- 
hower's blood.
